ORIGIN OF SCHOOL CREST 


In 1964, the Highlights cnd Echo jointly sponsored a survey of the Grade XII 
students, members of the first class to complete their high school in the first stage 
of the new Jasper Place Composite High School. The survey asked the students 
what they felt were the three words that best described the new school. 


The words which appeared most frequently were Progress, Vigour, and 
words and phrases denoting Tenacity. These, then, were selected as most ap- 
propriate to the spirit of Jasper Place Composite High. 


The committee, spearheaded by Mr. Mathew, then consulted Dr. Goerzen 
who gave us the Latin translation for tenacity as Pertinacia, vigour as Vigor, and 
progress as Progressio. These words are incorporated in the banner line at the 
bottom of the crest. 


Mr. Al. Oeming, owner of the Alberta Game Farm and one of the world’s 
leading authorities on animals, was asked to supply us with the names of the 
animals which would best depict our chosen characteristics. In consultation with 
the University, Mr. Oeming gave us the Grizzly Bear for the word tenacity, the 
Beaver for industriousness (the Beaver is also a Canadian symbol), and the 
Whooping Crane as the animal showing great progress. When one stops to 
consider the habits of these animals and their characteristics, one can certainly 
see that they are excellent choices. 


These three animals were to be mounted around a shield upon which were 
to appear symbols of the purpose of the schoe! The top of the shield bears the 
Book of Knowledge; the top right, the Lamp of Knowledge; the lower right the 
Academic side of our school, and the lower left the Vocational aspect of Jasper 
Place Composite High School. The Vocational aspect in this instance includes all 
the Technical subjects including Business Education. 


It was the intention to mot ~t the beaver on a crown, the crown to symbolize 
our past heritage and ties with Britain and our present association with the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. Permission to use the crown must come from the 
Queen. Through her agents this permission was sought. Unfortunately our 
request was refused. We therefore mounted the beaver on another symbol of 
scholastic achievement, the mortar board. 


Around the outside as decoration we chose to place fronds. The official 
Alberta flower, the wild rose, may be seen at the bottom of the shield. 


The colors chosen for this crest include the school colors of red, white and 
black. The other colors of yellow and brown were added to give the necessary 
coloring to complete the crest.

DRAMA AT J.P. MAINTAINS HIGH QUALITY 
PRODUCTIONS — MANY TOP RATE STUDENTS WILL 
BE MISSED 


Each year that the Drama Department at J.P. 
makes plans for the school year, the thought 
always comes up as to whether or not the standard 
of excellence in play production will be maintained 
from previous years. The year 1974-75 was no 
exception. 

Great talent graduates each year and the poor 
director/teacher is faced with discovering new 
talent or hoping that somewhere against the grade 
10's and 11's someone or, if lucky, several students 
will rise to the challenge. This year was a bumper 
crop for the leaders to come forth. Let's review the 
year in retrospect. 

There is no doubt that one of the most am- 
bitious plays to attempt anywhere started taking 
shape in June last year when casting was set for 
THE LADY'S NOT FOR BURNING. Here is a play that 
presents more problems than ‘greaser day’ set in 
medieval times and loaded with characters, the 
dialoque of modern free verse and the mood a 
mixture of comedy and touching tenderness gave 
each member of the cast incentive to prove their 
ability — and it won acclaim from all who saw it. 
Far director Kindsewich itbecame the fulfillment of

break-a-leg’ became a reality. But, broken-bone, 
crutches and all didn't hold this girl back as over 
half the run was played with a thump-thump- 
thump. tn fact, it added to the plight of the fleeing 
Jennet which Judy played superbly. We'll say more 
of this bright person later. 

It seems that everything performed in the J.P. 
theatre this year was more challenging than ever. 
The Childrens Theatre production of the WIZARD 
OF OZ has to be the most complex of all children 
plays. Could we do it? Revolving sets, many sets, 
witches that melt and monkeys that fly were only a 
few of the technical requirement that had to be 
accomplished to some degree of finesse. The 
Drama 30's were up for the occassion and a super 
fun-time was given to the throngs of elementary 
children who now expect more of the same each 
year. CARLA NOLAN and her dog Toto, ARDEN 
OSBORNE, just loved the thought of creating their 
journey through the land of Oz every performance. 
Judging fram the letters both of these actors were 
high on the list of popularity. With the young 
audiences’, everyone in the cast became keyed-up 


and great performances were the result. It became 
the event that brought a class together. 
Probably the event that every true-blooded J.P. 
drama buff consider to be THE occasion, is the High 
School One-Act Festival held annually each spring. 
J.P. had a date to keep with destiny as three of the 


most talented and dedicated people took up the, 


torch from predecessors Bob Birch and Jan Nolan to 
prove that winning is contageous. The plays were 
selected with WAYNE HUNTER, GRAYSON SHER- 
MAN and JUDY ‘the foot’ PEARSON ready and 
willing to try their hand at directing. The J.P. ONE- 
ACTS thus became totally student produced. The 
plays — here we go again — were very challenging 
demanding and successful. WAYNE got a lot of 
mileage out of his cast in the modern social comedy 
— THE AUTOGRAPH HOUND. GRAYSON showed a 
tremendous flair for style in his direction, set and 
costumes with THE LABORATORY. JUDY gathered 
around her a group of people and started from 
there. The ideas of all cast members were _in- 
corporated into selecting, arranging, blocking, 
singing and acting a series of poems which turned 
into a hit. BUT | MIGHT DIE TONIGHT became the 
title and success the result. You had to see this play 
in order to receive the impact of its message. Great 
work, gang. 

J.P. drama welcomed several notable. quests 
and groups to the-theatre. Some of the-events were 
CITADEL-ON-WHEELS (twice), and GRANT 
MACEWAN COLLEGE DANCE DEPARTMENT, with 
classroom guests Tom Wood, Michael Collins and 
Zoe Alexandre — all professional actors adding 
their talents and techniques in brief workshop 
sessions.

Dramatic production takes more time and effort 
than most people understand. The students who 
gave of their time after school, week-ends or 
evenings must be commended for their discipline 
and dedication. The final result cannot often be 
visualized but with students the likes of PEARSON, 
SHERMAN, HUNTER, NOLAN, MILLS, BENTLY, 
MADSON, AUDELL, DOYLE, CORSCADDEN, KOCH, 
BENNER, BAGAN, CONSTABLE, OSBORNE and 
ROSENZWEIG to name a few — hoe could one miss. 
To those who are going on to greener pastures — 
may we wish you well and may your memories of 


J.P. be made a bit happier from your Drama in- 
volvement.
